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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered, but 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues: there is no explanation as to why a person skilled in the art would place elements on the same 
server because there is no server in Golan; and there is no explanation why someone would want the information on the same server. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that there is no explanation as to why a person skilled in the art would place elements on the 
same server because there is no server in Golan, in ITL the systems transfers a detected intrusion away from a computer on a network 
(where Intrusion detection is described on page 1 column 1 of ITL) to a padded cell host (a host and server are equivalent). Golan is 
modifying the padded cell host so the system of Golan becomes the host in the modified ITL and Golan system. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that there is no explanation why someone would want the information on the same server, as 
cited in the previous action at the time of the invention one of ordinary skill in at art would be motivated to use the teaching of Golan's 
system to modify the ITL system to only allow certain APIs to execute in the system as described in Golan column 2 lines 39-48.. 
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
